A CALL TO JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie’s entire scheme of philan- 
thropy is called to judgment w hen J. B. Corey makes 
his public charge that as an organizer and “Captain 
of Industry,” Carnegie is a systematic corrupter of 





youth. 
The onus of the charge is heavy because the elder 


Corey speaks as the first protector and guardian of 
the President of the United States Steel Corporation, 
now Mr. Carnegie’s favorite protege. 

He alleges that this young man, once an honest 
and well-meaning young man, a hardworking young 
man with a hardworking wife, was taken away 
from him, from -his wife and from honesty by the 
Carnegie system. 

The system, as it is thus defined, makes wealth 
and what it will buy the standard and offers young 
men possibilities of sudden wealth as a means of 
gratifying all their appetites before they have 
learned the need of self-control. 

According to the views of the elder Corey, the 
system means-that they are invited to fall down 
and worship Carnegie and the United States Steel 
Corporation as the first step towards acquiring do- 
minion over the world, including the most desirable 
variety actresses and all facilities for securing di- 
vorces from the faded wives of their early days of 
poverty and struggle. 

It is in a measure true that the of 
the United States Steel Corporation is the system 
on which all the Carnegie plans for. “uplifting hu- 
manity” depend. As far as he relies on the om- 
nipotence of money for establishing the world on 
his higher Carnegie base, he relies on the omnipo- 
tence of the United States Steel Corporation to sup- 
ply the money. Necessarily it becomes part of’ the 
general plan of philanthropy to make the’ United 
States Steel Corporation omnipotent and keep it so. 

As the elder Corey sees it, the necessary result is 
the depravity of the young men who are brought 
completely under the influence of the system and 
subjected fully to the effects of its highest rew ards. 

Some twenty years ago the system was defined 
as “mutual rapine.” It is not in this definition, 
however, that the elder Corey objects to it. He 
does not hold that those who actually go out to 
vather in the spoils should be denied their share. 
He holds only that to give them their full share 
while they are still in the first greenness of youth 
is to intoxicate them and so demoralize them that 
fefore they reach middle age they are debauched 
and useless. 

The disclosures in the case constitute a remarka- 
ble episode in the intellectual history of a remarka- 
ble period of development. Evidently Mr. Carnegie’s 
confidence in himself as a systematic philanthropist 
remains entirely unshaken. Evidently, too, there is 
a general public tendency to become,more and more 
conscious of the operation of underlying principles 
which control finally in spite of facile talk and fluent

argument.

IN-DOORS AND ouT. 

Prof. W. F. Wilcox of Cornell University has 
made an interesting discovery -by studying the

He finds that in this time the average increase 
in the number of women to the thousand was great- 
est in the cities, while men increased most in the 


country. 
In all parts of the country where the life is that 
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of the town, women multiply faster than men. The 
ratio of increase in the number of men where the

ISN’T POP POPULAR NOW? 
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POST-DISPATCH RECORD OF PROGRESS 
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ELECTRICITY FROM GARBAGE. 
, Consul-General: Guenther of Frankfort furnishes 
the following description of plant recently erected 


garbage by burning, the heat engendered being util- 
ized to manufacture electricity. The Consul-General 
writes: ; 

“The plant is located in the outskirts and contains 
12 furnaces, which are capable of burning 120 metric 
tons of garbage in 24 hours. The wagons loaded with 
garbage are lifted by means of an electric derrick 
upon a platform above the furnace into which the 
garbage is dumped. As garbage, however, ddes not 
burn easily, an electric blower injects a strong cur- 
rent of air which has been heated by passing through 
flues in the furnace walls. The heat engendered by 
the burning of the garbage is sufficient to make 
Steam In two large boilers of eight atmospheres su- 
perpressure. The steam is used in the usual way 
to operate the dynamo. The electric power produced 
is used first for the purpose of the plant and to sup- 
ply part of the power for the electric railroads of 
the city. Complete combustion of the garbage does 
not take place. From 30 to 40 per cent of its original 
weight remains in the form of slag. This slag, by 
mixing with lime, is used for making bricks and pay- 
ing blocks. The plant is said to be paying well. 


PETROLEUM DEPOSITS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Valuable ofl wells have been discovered in South 
Africa. The indications point to the development of 
one of the world’s largest oil-producing areas. Consul 
Snodgrass writes: 

“A member of the Inhambane Oil 
London, that has been operating on the east coast of 
Africa since last February, says the indications point 
to the discovery of one of the largest oil-producing 
areas in the world. He suggests that a refinery be 
built at Delagoa Bay, to which a pipe line may be 
laid from the interior country. There hag been much 
discussion of late as to the possibilities of the oil in« 
dustry in South Africa, but, as far as I can learn, 
the deposit is to be found in nothing but the shales, 
the sandstone being an unknown quantity here. 
There are no oil experts in the country, the mining 
engineers here having had no practical experience in 
oil. The public has been hoping for the opinions of 
some trustworthy specialist on the oil indications.” 


CREMATION IN IN GERMANY. 

During the months of July, August and September 
thers were 430 cremations in the 10 crematories of 
Germany, an increase of 100 over the corresponding 
months of last year. Of the 430 persons cremated the 
past quarter, 265 were males and 165 females. During 
the period from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, there were 1322 
cremations, and in the corresponding period last year 
1014. The years 1900 and 1901 show 633 and 692, re- 
spectively, which number for the two years does not 
approach the number for the three quarters of this 
year. The indications are that the number of ¢re- 
mations in Germany will increase more rapidly in 
the future than in the past. Cremation societies 
have been formed in various cities, and these fre- 
quently hold public meetings, and thus a continual 
increase of membership is assured. 


NEW ENERGY FROM COAL.

There fs 
no special furnace required for the combustion of the 
new fuel, it being adapted to any furnace which can 
stand the increased heat. The elimination of smoke 
alone, to say nothing of the economy in the produc- 
tion of power and heat, makes the invention one 
which should not only enrich the inventor, but prove 
a beneficence to the human race. It means increased 
comfort and increased health in all large cities and 
all manufacturing centers. It means also the cheap- 
ening of heat in all households in the country, and a 
tremendous saving in transportation charges. At 
present a ton of coal is transported all the way from 
Pittsburg,/of which the fuel energy of not more than 
300 pounds can be utilized by any process known. The 
Spelman process makes it possible to utilize the sun 
power stored in about one-half a ton of the coal. 


SUMMIT OF MONT BLANC BY RAIL. 

The Geneva Journal states that work for the con- 
struction of the railroad to the summit of Mont Blanc 
has begun. The line will be built like the Jungfrau 
line in the Bernese Oberland, Switzerland (system 
Guyer-Zeler). It will have a total length of 19 kilo- 
meters (11 4-5 miles) and will, it is hoped, be com- 
pleted within five or six years. From the Fayét 
to the last station (via Chamonix, as there is already 
a railroad between the Fayet and Chamonix) the fare 
will be 100 francs ($18.30, and the trip will require 
four hours. The carriages will be heated and lighted 
by electricity, and the train will be composed of an 
electrical engine and two saloon cars, made to ac- 
commodate about eighty people. A special arrange- 
ment of the windows will permit all travelers in- 
discriminately to enjoy the scenery. Three kinds of 
powerful brakes, independent of each other, will be 
attached to the cars, thus rendering all accidents im- 
The telephone will be established along the 
line and will connect any point thereof with the head 
stations. 


DIAMONDS MADE ARTIFICIALLY. 

Diamonds are not bern but made with unprece- 
dented success by Dr. Burton of Cambridge, Eng- 
land, who has proved that the inestimable gem is 
a denser form of carbon crystal than graphite and 
that a lesser pressure than hiterto has been supposed 
suffices for producing artificial diamonds. He uses 
a molten alloy of lead and some metallic calcium, 
which can also hold a small quantity of carbon in 
solution. If the calétum is separated from the molten 
mass some of the carbon crystallizes. The separation 
of calcium can be accomplished through steam. If 
the introduction of steam is made during full red 
heat. small graphite crystals are formed in the re- 
sulting crust of lime; if the steam is introduced 
during low red heat, no graphite is formed, but a 
number of microscopical crystals are formed, the 
properties of which are entirely identical with those 
of natural diamonds. These diamonds possess a high 
refractive power and therefore strengthen the be- 
lief that some day the chemist may produce gems of 
sufficient size and perfection to compete with the 


natural stone. 


ASBESTOS SOCKS FOR SOLDIERS. 
Consul-General Guenther of Frankfort reports a 
. It is supposed to 
save soldiers from the sensitivesness of the skin so 
often the: cause of inconvenience in the past to 
armifes on the march. He writes: 
~¥Dr.. Hogyes, an Hungarian army physician, has 
démonstrated by thorough investigations that the 
marching ability of soldiers, which is the most im- 
portant requirement for an army in the field, is less 
endangered by fatigue than through the sensitiveness 
of the skin of the feet against leather. This senai- 
tiveness, whieh has heretofore been well recognized, 
the Hungarian physician has tried to avoid by a 
pecullar remedy, namely, through lining, or socks, of 
asbestos. . The Hungarian army has already adopted 
this innovation, and it {s now proposed to put the 
article upon the market for the public. The asbestos 
industry may thereby find a new use for its product.

Clay, commissioner of agriculture, in- 
furance, statistics and history, has just 
published in phamphiet form an article 
prepared by Prof. E. Dwight Sanderson, 
former State entomologist, entitled “A 
Stutistical Study of the Decrease in the 
Texas Cotton Crop, Due to the Mexican 
Weevil, and the Cotton 
Acreage of Texas From 1399 to 194 in- 
Glusive.’’ 

This article begins with the cotton 
acreage of Texas in counties and shows 
the extent of the ravages of this insect 
by counties and its graduai spread, which 
is illustrated by mays. The pamphlet 
also shows the damage to the cotton 
growers of the State, estimated by coun- 
ties, with tables showing same. 

Decrease Last Year. 

Touching on the injury done to 
ton tin 194, Prof. Sanderson says: 

The injury was quite different 
many respects from any previous year. 
The total acreage injured showed a de- 


crease from that of 1908, due to the 
fact that nine counties in Central Texas 
having a total acreage of 8 per cent of 
the State 
cent ot the total crop, produced better 
tnan a normal crop compared with ihe 
uninjured counties, thougn in 1906 they 
had ail shown serious injury. In con- 
trast to this encouraging feature l2 
counties of Southern Group A produced 
but half a normal crop, for the first 
time showing serious injury since 189). 
In addition to the Injured area of 1908 
were seven counties in East Texas and 
10 Southwestern counties, the outer lim- 
ita of the area injured in 1904 being al- 
most exactly those infested in 1902, ex- 
cept for the 10 counties of Central 
Group E, which showed a better than 
normal crop, though many of them had 
been well infested in 1908 and all more 
or less in 1902. Together the 69 injured 
counties showd an “apparent” decrease 
of 0.14 bales per acre, which with the 
increase of .08 bale per acre for the 
baiance of the State gave .22 bale per 
acre total loss, practically the same as 
in 1903, making 586,478 bales decrease, 
slightly larger than for 1993. 
Eat Only 550,000 Bales. 

“In 194 there was comparatively Iit- 
tle injury from the boll worm and loss 
from flood, so that 560,000 bales may 
safely be charged to the boll weevil.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 16.—Inr no way 
docs New Orleans appear to be the city 
termed by all her enemies and many of 
her friends only three months ago 
“plague stricken.’’ The’ city shows an 
absulute recovery from all the effects 
of the summer’s visitation. 

Local «financial and industrial securl- 
ties are higher than before the fever 
broke out; real estate has become a 
staple article of commerce with prices 
ranging perceptibly above those of the 
preceding winter, and genefal trade 
conditions show marked and general 
improvement. It may be doubted 
whether 10 per cent of the business 
or property holding community now 
feels any loss from the summer. The 
partial cessation of activities for 90 days 
has becn compensated for by the tre- 
mendous flood of business that followed 
the stamping out of the disease. 

New Orleans has never experienced 
a more bustling autumn and early win- 
terdhan this, and never were prospects 
for a coming year brighter. Outside 


capital. has streamed into the Crescent 


City for the last 60 days in unexampled 
quantities: Every plan. in abeyance 
during the dark days of the summer 
has been taken up with vigor and re- 
newed interest. Every undertaking 
hinted at six months ago has, if prac- 
ticable, been seized upon and pushed to 
consummation. 

There is a general convietian here of 
the necessity of killing mosquitoes. The 
City Board of Health is conducting a 
campaign of education to prepare.every- 
one for the correct procedure in the 
spring. 

It was determined that the hibernat- 
ing Mosquitoes shall be killed this win- 
ter, and all fresh breeding prevented in 
the spring, so that no loca) cases of yel- 
low fever will develop. Furthermore, 
there will be such a system of inspec- 
tion and such requirements of the phy- 
siclans that no case of yellow fever can 
be imported into the city without be- 
ing immediately discovered and _ iso- 
luted, 

A site for an isolation hospital that 
will be the gift of the business men to 
the community—the great part of the 
cost being defrayed from the balance of 
about $40,000 remaining from the fever 
campaign, is being discussed. This hos- 
pital will be ready by spring.

The South is waiting for John Sharp 
Williams to keep his word to the Chat- 
tanooga Quarantine Convention that he 
would introduce in Congress, in the 
opening days of the session, the Wn 
tional quarantine law along the lines 
mapped out by the Quarantine Conven- 
tion. The Surgeon General, Mr. Wy- 
mar, has agreed to collaborate with 
Mr. Williams in drafting the bill. It is 
understood that a bill, to be worth pass- 
ing, should become a law in March, so 
that the Federal authorities may or- 
ganize the coast service.

Joel and William Andrews, brothers, 
fought a duel with shotgun and revol- 
ver yesterday afternoon near Rosedale, 


'Til., 2 miles southwest of Jerseyville. 


William was killed and Joel was wound- 
ed. The duel was a result of bitter- 


vision of the estate left by their fath- 
.er. The direct cause was the driving of 
& wagon across a corn field. 

William Andrews was a widower, 37 
years old. He had lived with his moth- 
er, Mrs. Elizabeth Andrews, on the An- 
drews homestead near Rosedale, not far 
from the Illinois River, since the death 
of his father, Joel Andrews Sr., In June, 
1904. 

Shortly after the death of their fath- 
er a feud ‘arose between the brothers 
over the manner in which the 160-acre 
farm was divided, and Joel, who is 34 
years old and divorced from his wife, 
became estranged from Wiliam and 
from his mother and went to live ina 
tenant house on a remote part of the 
place. Another tenant house was oc- 
cupied by the family of Isaac Miller. 

Yesterday Joel Andrews was helping 
Miller haul wood to Miller's house, To 
reach there it was necessary to drive 
along a private road across the lan 
farmed by William Andrews. 

Disputed Right of Way. 

To avoid a bad place in the road they 
drove into the edge of a cornfield with 
the first load. When they came with 
the second load they found that Wil- 
liam Andrews had driven two stakes,, 
one on either side of the road. He was 
walting for them and told them to drive 
between the stakes. 

The command, angrily spoken, broke 
the silence which had been preserved 
between the brothers since they first 
became estranged. 

“You've got your nerve with you,”’ 
said Joel contemptuously. 

“Yes, I have,’’ retorted William hot- 
ly.

GEORGIA SENATOR 
SCORES SALARIES 


Declares High Wages Paid to 
Panama Canal Employes 
Are Preposterous, 


— 


“ARE NO $150,000 MEN”

Spooner and Allison Defend Big 
Prices Paid for Canal 
' Work, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—When the 
Panama Canal appropriation bill was 
iaken up by the Senate today Mr. Ba- 
con Of Georgia took the floor in sup- 
port of his aineéndinent requiring quar- 
.erly estimates of the saiaries and oth- 
er expenses of the canai commission. 

He said that under the present sys- 


tem Congress was deprived of the op- 


portunity for proper scrutiny of the sal- 
aries paid to the commission empioyes. 
Aithough there wW&s reaily stronger rea- 
son for such estimates in the case of 
canal employes than in the regular de- 


partments of the Governments, he saia | 


such a course wouid go far toward pre- 
venting the extravagance now prac- 
ticed in the commissiun work. 

He commented on the fact that Mr. 
Shonts’ salary was more than twice as 
much as that paid to the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and said that 
it was noi the policy of the Government 
to emulate the high salaries paid by pri- 
vate corporations. 

Even the auditor of the commission 
wets $10,000, while the man who passes, 
upon his work receives only $4000, and 
the executive head of tne _— 
the Secretary of War, only . 

“In my humble judgment,” he said, 
“the man doesn't live whose personal 


‘services. are worth $150,0002’ 


He said in reply tu Mr. Spooner that 
he thought the $30,000 paid the chief en- 
gineer of the commission too great. 

“Tl would not pay any of: them more 
than the Chiet Justice is paid,’’ the 
Georgia Senator deciared. 

Mr. Spooner expressed 
-hat the President ought to be given 
sufficient latitude in the matter of sal- 
ary to seture the best possibig engi- 
aeering talent, sayigg that the compe- 
tition among railroads for such talent 
wis such that it could not be procured 
for small pay.

TOPEKA, Kan,, Dec, 16.~The Federal 
grand jury, which has been investigat- 
ing Government land frauds in Kansas, 
tonight returned an indictment against 
State Genator F. Dumont Smith on the

T. E. Ryan, former Government agent, 
is one of the five others indicted. He 
is a former law partner of United 
States Senator Hopkins of Illinois. 

Smith.is State Senator from a district 
in the southwestern corner of the state, 
comprising 15 counties, He is charged 
jointly with his law partner, Roscoe 
Wilson, with conspiracy to violate the 
federal law which provides a penalty 
for influenci for a consideration any 
government official on any matter then 
pending before the official. 

It is alleged in the indictment that 
Smith and Wilson, for a consideration, 
influenced the opiniSn and actions of 
T. B. Ryan, formerly special agent in 
the Government land office in land 
fraud cases which he was investigat- 
ing in Hodgeman County, Kansas. 

According to the allegation, the men 
implicated in the cases under consider- 
ation were approached by Wilson, who 
told them that he and Senator Smith 
could ‘‘fix it up’ if they would raise the 
sum of $2600. This was raised and di- 
vided equally between Smith, Wilson 
And Ryan, the Government agent. It Is 
alleged that Ryan then reported to his 
superiors that he had investigated the 
cases and found that the four men who 
contributed the money were not guilty 
of making fraudulent entries of land in 
Hodgeman County, and that there was 
no evidence to warrant their. arrest.

Hosts Appear in Flowing Neck-. 


ties and Some in Wigs 
a la Hubbard. 


Elbert Hubbard, author of thé noted 
dictum, “Art? A mere matter of hair- 
cut and neckties,” was applauded to 
the echo last night at Beethoven Con- 
servatory Hall, Olive street and Tay- 
lor avenue, when he declared that St. 
Louis is the future artistic center of 
the world. The audience, clearly cul- 
tured, which packed the auditorium, 
and which had up to that point lim- 
ited its approval to gl¢ved handclap- 
ping, burst into unrestrained applause 
and actually stamped on the floor. 

In recognition of the dictum the in- 


vitations issued py the Society for the 
Promotion of St. Louls Art admonished 
the recipients te fvoid the barber and 
prescribed the kind of neckwear. 
Black silk ties fell in voluminous 
folds from the throats of the mem- 
bers, and three distinguished St. Louis 
artists—Dawson Watson, Robert P. 
Bringhurst and F. O. Sylvester—in ad- 
dition to more billowy cascades of 
scarf than displayed by anyone else, 
wore wigs that looked for all the 
world like Elbert Hubbard’s hair. 

In introducing Mr. Hubbard, Lewis 
Godlove, president of the society, re- 
marked that F. L. Stoddard had com- 
mented before he left St. Louis on 
the relation between sausages and 
art, both being due to a continual 
grind; and that the audience expected 
to show Mr. Hubbard a connection 
between neckties and art. 


Wide Range in the Address. 


“Fra Elbertus” had‘ taken for his 
Subject “An Age of Commonsense,”’ 
but his address ranged. from com- 
Mmercialism to art and from bees to 
education and politics. It was discur- 
Sive -without being appointed, pointed 
with simile, sharpenéd with epigram 
and lightened with anecdote: and 
during the entire two hours he held 
in the most absolute sense the undi- 
vided attention of his audience. 

Mr. Hubbard reached his prediction of 
the future artistic greatness of St. 
Louk in this way: 

“The great commercial centers of the 
world have been the art centers. That 
was true of Athens, Babylon, Spain, 
Holland. Art follows commerce. From 
the surplus accumulated by the busi- 
ness man we draw the material encour- 
agement for art. 

“New York is’ now regarded as the 
financial center of the world. England 
Jays claim occasionally to the title, but 
ineffectually. New York will not, how- 
ever, always remain the financial ceri- 
ter even of America. Since I came to 
St. Louis I have asked several men if 
they intended to keep on sending their 
insurance money to New York. And 
they answered, ‘Not if we can help it.’ 

‘Things are coming our way. The 
path of activity has-been westward 
since the world began. St. Louis wil! 
one day be the artistic, financial, lit- 
erary and philosophical center of civili- 
zation.

In her bill of complaint Mrs. Oatman 
alleges that on Dec. .19, 1903, Dr. Perry- 
man, her foster-father, executed a deed 
of trust to James P. Rich, conveying 
to him all his property in Belleville 
and several valuable farms in St. Clair 
County.

At the 
death of Dr. Perryman the property was

Dr. Perryman died about a year and 
a half ago, and a few months later the 
daughter was married to Dr. C. L. Oat- 
man of St. uis. She alleges in the 
bill that Rich has never paid any debis 
of her father,-and has never paid her 
any money except $1000 at the time of 
her marriage. She alleges that Rich 
has collected $10,000 from the estate, 
and asks the court to cause him to 
make an accounting and that he be re- 
moved as trustee, .

Mike Churchill. 


IN STRAITS, ASKED TIME 





Executor of Churchill Estate 
Finds Kiely’s Unpaid 
Papers for $150. 





LEADER IN “BAD LANDS” 
Loans Made :by Churchill in 
Palmy Days of His 
Dance Hail. 








Detective Thomas J. Kiely, a son of 
Chief of Police Kiely, said yesterday 
that he had no explanation to make of 
the three notes for $0 each found 
among the effects of the late Michael 
Churchill, once noted as the proprietor 
of one of the famous resorts of the 
“Bad Lands.”’ 

“The noes speak for themselves,” said 
Detective Kiely, ‘“‘and they need no ex- 
planation from me.” 

“Are they genuine, and did you sign 
them ?’’ 

“Oh, yes. The notes are.genuine. I 
borrowed the money and had intended 
to pay the notes long ago. But I have 
not been able ‘to meet them, and the 
matter has slipped along. I will pay 
the notes now: I'never repudiated them 
and never denied owing the money.” 

‘The notes speak for themselves,’’ said 

dates early in 1908, and were for 30, © 
and 9 days. ' Soon after they were 
signed Churchill “was killed by “Billy” 
Willlams, the. father of Detective 
George . Williams. *The elder Williams, 
who had formerly been on Chief Des- 
mond’s staff, was manager of Church- 
ill’s dance hall at Twenty-third and 
Chestnut streets. The place was fre- 
quented by bad characters of both 
sexes,. but was seldom molested by the 
police, and was.known in the . “Bad 
Lands” as the ‘‘best protected”’ dive in 
St. Louis. " , 
There were no witnesses to the shoot- 
ing. Williams said that he killed 
Churchill:in self-defense, after a quar- 
rel regarding a.settlement of the re- 
ceipts at the dance hall. Williams was 
not prosecuted. 


Excutor Awaits Pay. 
John 8. Biake, a real estate agent, was 


appointed executor of Churchill's es- 
tate. In looking over the effects he 
found the Kiely notes. He communli- 
cated with the Chief’s son about them. 
‘Mr. Kiely sald that the notes were 
all right,’’ said Mr. Blake, ‘‘and prom- 
ised to pay them. But he said that he 
was rather cramped financially and I 
agreed to walt for a time. An admin- 
istrator is allowed two years in which 
to settle an estate. This time has about 
elapsed, and still the notes have not 
been paid. 

‘Personally I know nothing about the 
circumstances under .which the notes 
were signed and the money loaned. Mr. 
Kiely did not say anything about this 
phase of the matter, and I never knew 


that the notes were in existence until] 
after Churchill's death.”’ 

During the time that Churchill con- 
ducted his dive on Chestnut street there 
were many ficthts and brawls there. One 
patron w2s killed by a bartender, after 
a% quarrel over payment for a glass of 
beer. Other fiehts occurred there. and 
men and women “wanted” by the police 
were often found tn the place.

SALEM, Ore., Dec. 16—Through the 
manipulations of a gang of clever land 
frauds, more evasive than others re- 
cently brought to public attention, the 
holders of certificate and deeds to half 
@ million dollars' worth of school lands 
in Oregon are in possession of bogus 
Paper, which they will soon learn are 
worthless. 

In connection with the former whole- 
sale swindles, the late Senator Mitchell 
was oonvicted. Federal lands were 
then bartered. 

It is now State lands the sharpers 
have been turning into money, and the 
local grand jury 1s conducting a rigor- 
ous investigation. 

State Land Agent W. H. Odell has 
been collecting data, He says that for 
every genuine instrument there are 
about ten bogus ones, and that most of 
the purchasers of lands on bogus cer- 
tificates are Eastern people. It is near- 
ly impossible to round up all of the pa- 
pers for inspection, and the efforts of 
the crooks in covering up their tracks 
will prove a handicap in the prosecu~y 
| tion.

The great Post-Dispatch Christmas 
Festival plan, which has already as- 
sumed the proportions of one of the 
‘greatest benevolent enterprises -ever 
faunched in St. Louis, has now taken on 
Gefinite form.

There will be turkey with cran- 
berry sauce, steaming potatoes, celery 
and other things most appetizing, in- 
cluding a sumystuous dessert. In every 
way he diiner will a firs-class 
Christmas repast.

OROWN PRINCE OF 
SERVIA FLEES JAIL: 
BUT I8 SENT BACK 


Royal Father Refuses His De- 
mand for a Reduction 


of Sentence. 


Special Cabli: to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 
BELGRADE, Dee. 16.—The Crown 
Prince, who was ordered by the King 
to be confined in the fortress for 10 days 
for grossly insulting his late tutor, Maj. 
Levasseur, é¢scaped from his guardians 


yesterday. >» 
He was seen walking raplaty-through 


tho main street in the direction of the 
palace, followed by a breathless officer, 
whose clothing bore unmistakabie evi- 
dence that he had scaled a wall in pur- 
suit of the more agile Prince. 

They entered the King's presence to- 
gether, the Crown Prince protesting 
against his confinement. The King, who 
was considerably startled, ordered the 
Prince to be taken back to the fortress 
at once and placed under a more vigi- 
lant guard. 

The newapapers are demanding to 
know the detaiis of the Crown Prince's 
offense meriting s0 severe a sentence. 
Some of them protést against the indig- 
nity put upon the State by the humilla- 
tion of its future ruler. 

When the tutor went in full uniform 
to bid the Prince adieu before leaving 
for Paris, the Prince threw a water- 
bottle at his head and tore up some of 
the Major's books. The Prince's dislike 
of the Major is attributed to the fact 
that the tutor tried to keep his royal 
pupil closer at his studies than he liked.

Burns is enjoying ali the notoriety in- 
evitable to his position as England's 
first workingman CdDinet Minister. 

HJs career has besn irreproachable 
and except Kier Hardie and some others 
of his former labor associates, no one 
has uttered a word-of anything except 
commendation of his high personal 
character and deserved success. 

For years Mr. Burns has lived in a 
} small workingman’s house in Battersea, 
with his handsome wife and only son, 
on an allowance of about $7 a year, 
made to him by the Amalgamated So- 
clety of Engineers. He neither smokes 
nor drinks, and he has no recreation 
other than an occasional game of golf 
in Battersea Park. He has worked reg- 
ularly at his county council and parlia- 
menf> ry business 12 hours a day, and he 
always rides into town on a bicycle. 
Although he has lived sparingly and 
often found ii difficult to exist within 
his smail and occasionally fluctuating 
income, he has never been financially 
beholden to any body. Furthermore, 
year after year he has refused tempting 
offers of journalistic employment and 
lecture tours, as he prized his absolute 
independence of all pecuniary interest 
above any monetary reward. 


Wears Reefer to Court. 


Of course all his county council and 
parliamentary work is unpaid, and, al- 
though he has contributed much to the 
press in furtherance of some public 
object he had in heart, he has never 
accepted payment for such work. Now 
suddenly he has jumped into an income 
of $10,000 a year, but his mode of life 
remains absolutely unchanged. He 
went to Buckingham Palace to be 
sworn in as a member of the King’s 
privy council and to kiss the royal hand 
on acceptance of the Cabinet office of 
President of the Local Government 
Board, dressed in his dark blue serge 
reefer suit, black derby hat and glove- 
less hands, .carrying neither cane nor 
umbrella. The other ministers wore 
conventional morning dress. The King 
welcomed him especial cordialty and 
told him that his objection to wearing 
court costume need never prevent him 
from obeying commands to-court enter- 
tainments. That night the Premier, Sir 
Henry Campbell Bannerman, gave a 
Cabinet dinner and John Burns, who 
never possessed, or had any ambition 
to possess; an evening suit, sat down in 
his usual reefer. 

He has always maintained that mu- 
nicipal life was the basis of a state's 
greatness and under his guidance Bat- 
tersea has become a model of munici- 
pal government with the prettiest park 
in London for [te recreations. As presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board he 
has administrative and parliamentary 
supervision of municipal governiment 
throughout Great Britain, including (the 
London County Council, of which he 
still remains a member. '

Players Tire of Limited Circle 
of Winners and Turn to 
“Patience.”

LONDON, Dec. 16—as a result of 
strong feeling among bridge players the 
stakes on the game have been greatly 

lowered. 

For some time after the introduction 
of bridge into England £8000 used to 
be won and lost every year at one of the 
premier clubs. The winters were always 
the half-dozen best players in the club, 
and as soon as the losers realized this, 
they quite naturally objected to con- 
tribute so handsomely to the skill of the 
winners. 

The popularity of bridge is threatened 
by a revival of- patience. 

In many of the card clubs of London 
patience, which was once regarded mere- 
ly as the solace of old maids‘ declining 
years, now has a regular following, and 
has developed attractions for some of 
the most accomplished card players in 
the country. 

There are about 30 forms of the game, 
but as a medium for gambling the most 
popular variation Is the “‘Demon.” When 
this variation is adopted two players 
play the game alternately, each stak- 
ing either that the other will not get 
the game to “come out’ or upon the 
number of cards each gets out. 

Patience, however, is largely played 
without any reterence tu gamuoling. 
Many bridge players, and especially 
women, make a point of testing their 
luck at a solitary game of patience be- 
fore embarking in a rubber of bridge. 
If the patience ‘‘comes out,” it is a 
sign that they will hold “no-trumpers”’ 
at bridge; if it falls to “‘come out.” 
spade hands are indicated and bridge 
is eschewed for that particular day.

consumer. He is attected by the Trust perhaps even 
more vitally as a producer, because the great south- 
western empire, of which St. Louis is the metropolis 
and with whose prosperity it is vitally concerned, is 
the principal scene of the Trust’s iniquities accord- 
ing to the remarkable book by Charles EK. Russell 
that has just appeared. It is called “The Greatest 
Trust in the World,” and is issued by the Ridgway- 
Thayer Co. of New York. It embraces a series of 
articles published in Everybody’s Magazine by Mr. 
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and sells them. the man who butchers them and the 
man who eats the meat. <A further interest is Jent 
the book in this section of the country hy the fact 
that it is written by a Western man—Mr. Russell 
was born in Towa—and it treats the subject largely 
on the basis of what the Trust is doing in St. Louis, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Chicago, Omaha and Sioux 
City, and to the farmers who have those cities as 
their stock markets. 

Most damaging are the prefatory charges: 
times a day, the author says, this Trust comes to

the table of every household in Ameriea, rich or 
poor, great or small, known or unknown; it comes 
there and extorts tribute. It crosses the ocean and 
makes its presence felt in multitudes of homes that 
would not know how. to give it a name. [t controls 
prices and regulates traffic in a thousand markets. 
It changes conditions, he says, and »ujlds up and 
pulls down industries. It makes men poor or rich 
as it wills, and controls or establishes or obliterates 
vast enterprises across the civilized circuit. Its 
lightest word affects men on the plains of Argen- 
tina or on the by-streets of London. More specit- 
ically, the author continues: 

“Tt fixes at its own will the price of every pound 
of fresh, salted, smoked. or preserved meat pre- 
pared and sold in the United States. It fixes tne 
price of every ham, every pound of bacon, every 
pound of lard, every can of prepared soup. It has 
an absolute monopoly of our enormous meat exports, 
dressed and preserved, and of the Ametican trade 
in fertilizers, hides, bristles, horn and bone products. 
It owns or controls or dominates every slaughter 
house except a few that have inconsiderable local or 
special trades. It owns steam and electric railways, 
it owns the entire trolley-car service in several 
cities, and is acquiring the like property elsewhere. 
It owns factories. shops, stockyards, mills, land and 
land companies, plants, warehouses, politicians, legis- 
lators and congressmen.

are not bad men; as the world goes, they are very 
good men. They operate one of the most cruel and 
oppressive monopolies; they would not knowingly be 
cruel or unjust in any affair of personal] conduct. 
The business they conduct is merely piracy on a 
vigantic scale; they are themselves kindly. generous 
and upright.” 

In explanation Mr. Russell says these men have 
been driven.along by an economic condition beyond 
their knowledge or control. 

“And. the. instrument that eonditions placed in 
their hands for the making of this tremendous power 
is a thing so small and simple, so obvious and ap- 
parently easy to eliminate, that the nation seems 
chiefly to blame for having ever tolerated it. It is 
the railroad rebate, and nothing else.

Morgan—for control of the Chicago stockyards, 
and this, like practically all ether portions of tne 
book, is directly of interest to the Southwest—-more 
specifically so to this than to any other pcrtion of 
the country. 

With the exception of those at Vhicago and at 
Kansas City, Mr. Russell says, all the stockyards in 
the country aré under the control of the Beef. Trust. 
Siockvards, he points out, have great graft possi- 
bilities. Therefore the Beef Trust looks longingly 
on those that it does not now control, and especial- 
ly the great yards of Chicago. It started a fight 
for them many years ago, and was on the verge of 
a move that would have been ruinous to the yards 
had not a compromise been evolved by Chauncy M, 
Depew. ‘The Beef Trust was given a slice of stock- 
yards stock under a contract, the author says, that it 
would not enter into competition with the Chicago 
yards for a term of 15 years. That contract soon 
expires. What will the Beef Trust do? Will it re- 
new the contract? Mr. Russell points out a possible 
plan of campaign: 

“Take a map and see what they have been doing. 
Practically all the cattle that come to Chicago come 
from the West. Southwest and Northwest. Be- 
ginning at the Southwest, the packers have their 
own stockyards and packing plants at Fort Worth, 
Tex.; St. Louis and St. Joseph, Mo. On the West 
they have their own stockyards and packing plants at 
Omaha and Sioux City.

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NVESTIGATION of facts surrounding the recent 
arrest and imprisonment in St. Louis of 
Ricardo Magon, Enrique Magen ard Juan Sara- 

hia, connected with Regeneracion, a Mexican news- 
paper published here, develops a remarkable series =f 
circumstances, Instead of being an ordinary police 
court case, as at first appeared, the facts seem now 
to indicate that it directly affects the Libera! party 
of Mexico, the great minority party of that rep'blic 
-—a party which claims-a voting strength of 3.000.- 
000 and of which the men thrown in jail here are the 
actual and official heads. While the prisoners are 
charged, in a bench warrant on which their house 
was raided and on which they are now held, with 
ordinary criminal libel, they assert that the indi- 
vidual whom they are accused of having libeled 1s 
ah emissary of the Mexican Governinent and show 
that he is an officer of that Government. In support 
of their theory—which they advance not as a the- 
ory but as a fact—t‘at the alleged libel is only un 
excuse for harassing their political efforts and sup- 
pressing their paper, they show that during the 
five years they have been the recognized heads of 
the Liberal party they have spent more than two 
‘Years in jail charged with “libeling the Government. ’ 

According to the story of these mén, President 
Diaz, whom the outside world has looked on’ for 
so long as an able and beneficent ruler so loved by 
his people that he has been re-elected repeatedly 
to the highest office, is President in name only, and 
in fact is a tyrant exercising despotic powers. His 
repeated re-election, the Mexican Junta im Mt 
Louis say, is due not to love of the people for him.

by Government emissaries, one of them—and the 
most notable—being killed after fleeing to the Unite] 
States. They furnish along list of names of poli- 
ticians who have met the same fate-—-death in the 
midst of their opposition to the Diaz policy. 

Political clubs o* the Libera] party have been re- 
peatedly raided and the members cast into prison— 
some of them never to again be seen. Newspapers 
advocating the Liberal cause have been suppressed 
and editors and writers either killed, thrown into 
prisén or-foreed into hiding—the latter condition 
being one, they assert, that was for years forced 
upon Jesus-Martinez Carrion, the noted cartoonist 
of Mexico, because of his pictures portraying the 
alleged tyranny of Diaz. Carrion is now publishing 
in the City of Mexico a paper called “The Tooth 
of the Public.” He is at present under bond to 
answer a charge of “libeling the Government,” but 
ais pictures, which were so widely circulated by 
the men under arrest in St. Louis before they were 
driven out of Mexico, have made him a power that 
the Government hesitates to suppress, for fear of the 
effect on the people. 

Owing to their temperamental inability to use 
conservative language in a political harangue or in 
writing concerning anything in which they are in- 
tensely interested-—a deficiency common to all Latin- 
Americans—-the editors of Regeneracion al.owed 
themselves to be placed in a bad light in the case 
brought against them in St. Louis. Instead of tem- 
pering their charges with the cooler judgment which 
would have been exercised by a native of a more 
northern country, they broke forth in a_ profu- 
sion: of statements that, to an American jury not 
understanding that in Mexico temperance of asser- 
et tions means lack of conviction on the part of the 
Writer or speaker, might seem objectionable, But 
translations from Regeneracion made by the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch show that the article made prom- 

‘tnent by the prosecution was by no means indica- 
hte of the true spirit end character of the paper.

It was. ° a matter of fact, a serious journal, ed- 
ited by the heads of the Liberal party, distinctly 
educational in tone, intended primarily to reach the 
leaders of the Liberal movement in Mexico and to 
educate them that they might, in turn, educate the 
rank and file of the party to their rights. 

According to the theory of the men now awaiting 
trial here, the Government of Mexico #had watched 
their publication, waiting.for such an opportunity as 
the one on which the libe! charge was baseil—an 
opportunity to charge them in a manner that would 
be as effective as possible in the United States and 
which would disguise the connection of the Govern- 
ment with the prosecution, realizing that the lib- 
erty-loving spirit of the American people would re- 
bel against the arm of a foreign government reaching 
into this country to prosecute people whose only 
offense was honest criticism and opposition to exist- 
ing and tyrannical conditions of government. 

After being forced to leave Mexico because of per- 
secutions to which they were subjected, Sarabia and 
the two Magons and their associates came first to 
Laredo, Tex., just across the border. Warned by 
the assassirsseon of Gen. Ignacio Martinez, the imost 
nowerfyl in ~-idual member of the Liberal party, that 
they were not safe there, they went shortly to San 
Antonio. Assuring themselves that they were con- 
stantly under surveillance of spies of the Mexican 
(;overnment and being once arrested, the party then 
came on to St. Louis. This city, they say, they 
looked upon as a place from which they could op- 
erate with safety. 

They came here Feb. 22. and began 


this vear, 














publishing their paper from 107 North Channing 
avenue. For a while they were left in peace. They 
rapidly added to their facilities and grew in im- 
portance. Théir first difficulty after coming here 
was when the Mexican Government ordered the post- 
masters of that country not to deliver the paper. 
To avoid this difficulty Regeneracion was sent at 
great expense under first-class letter postage, sealed 
so the postmasters would not recognize it. During 
this time, members of the now disturbed St. Louis 
Junta say, they were looked upon by the Mexican 
Government as simply zealous political leaders and 
writers, and the head of the Liberal party was 
supposed by Diaz to be in Mexico. 

On Sept. 30, last, Regeneracion published a double 
page “manifesto,” announcing the organization of 
the Mexican Junta of the Liberal party of Mexico, 
with headquarters in St. Louis. It set forth the 
grievances of the Liberals, their demands and hopes, 
and printed in full the platform of the Liberal 
party, explaining incidentally, the reasons that forced 
the headquarters to be established on foreign soil, 
This manifesto was signed by Ricardo Flores Ma. 
gon, Juan Sarabia and Enrique Flores Mag>n, as pres- 
ident, vice-president and treasurer, respectively, of the 
Junta. These are the men arrested in St. Louis. 
after having their house raided by detectives under 
Chief of Detectives Desmond. Their property was 
confiscated by the St. Louis police, not only their 
printing material being taken, but the names of 
their subscribers being carried away pending trial 
of a civil suit for damages in connection with the 
criminal libel charge. Naturally, this crippled the 
‘organization, but the most serious thing feared by 
the men now under arrest, was that the names on

their mailing lists might come into possession of 
the Diaz government and persecution of Libera) 
leaders in Mexico follow. 

It is regarded by the St. Louis party as most 
significant that their arrest and the confiscation of 
their property followed on the heels of their pub- 
lished admission that the St. Louis Junta was the 
rea] head of the Liberal party. They say the searck 
for the head of the organization in Mexico ceased at 
once and that their prosecution was brought about 
as quickly as Esperon de la Flor, the man they 
are accused of libeling, could reach St.- Louis from 
his home in a distant State of Mexico—the State, in- 
cidentally, of which Diaz is a native. 






































They also point out as significant that De la Flor, 
in the prosecution of his case, hired two of the most 
expensive attorneys in St. Louis, at a cost’ whieh 
they estimate to be greater than he could possibl) 
recover were he given *damages to the full extent of 
his suit—$2500.

The club, “Ponciano Arriaga,” which had been 
raided and dissolved at San Luis Potosi, and of 
which Sarabia had been secretary when sent to 
prison, was re-established in the City of Mexico, 
under the verv nose of “Diaz the Dictator.” This 
was shortly after Ricardo Magon and Sarabia had 
taken control of El Hijo Del Ahuizote. They had 
hired Carrion, the Mexican eartoonist. Shortly 
afterwards, both Magon and Sarabia were arrested 
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On the old charge of “attacking the Government’ 
and sent to prison. 

Meanwhile, they had: been publishing two papers 
One of them, El Hijo Del Ahuizote, was illustrated 
one-half of it being devoted to cartoons. The othe 
Was a sutvival of Magon’s Regeneracion and was 
called Exeelsior. It was a more serious discussion 
ot political conditions in Mexico. El Hijo Del Ahui- 
zole, with its sarcastic and striking cartoons, was 
vimed to attract the attention of the common people. 
The other publication was to be supplied them 
when they advanced somewhat in their ideas. These 
papers had subscribers, but were supported chiefly 
by the Liberal party. It was necessary to maintain 
a larger plant. for El Hijo Del Ahuizote, for the 
cartoons were elaborate and successful engraving 
and printing was necessary to make them most 
highly effective. Each of the two plants was kept 
well hidden, particularly the one which printed the 
illustrated paper. Parts of it were kept in differ- 
ent places. 

So when Magon and Sarabia went to prison one of 
their plants was raided and the police supposed 
they had destroyed the entire outfit. But the two 
men had been. out of prison only a short time after 
serving their six months’ sentence before “A Son of 
The Figaro” began to appear again, just a little more 
and bitter than before. All this time 
Carrion, the artist, was kept in hiding, Ricardo Ma- 
gon visiting him by night secretly to discuss car- 
toons, make suggestions and receive pictures to be 
conveyed to the engraving plant. It was necéssary 
to the life of El Hijo Del Ahuizote that the artist 
be not captured by the Government, for it would be 
hard to supply his place.

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ROM under the sands that have 
been drifting in the Thames 
River in Canada for almost 100 
years has now been dug an ex- 
traordinary relic. It is a Brit- 
ish battleship that was sunk 
just after Perry’s famous fight 
on Lake Erie. Work is fast 

progressing toward the recovery of three others. 

Behind these battieships lies history intimately 
connected with St. Louis and with the whole Missis- 
sippi Valley.

History puts this down to the credit of the Battle 
of the Thames--the land battle between Llarrison 
and Proctor and his allies. But history almost for- 
gets to mention that there had Leen a fight on the 
river as well as on its tank, or that British vessels 
on that river had been so closely presa1 that they 
had to be abandoned and destroye!. Proctor knew 
it, for these vessels now found afte> almost a cen- 
tury had formed a necessary element in the battle as 
he had planned it. 

Figuring, as he had in his plans, without Perry’s 
fleet to assist in the movement of Harrison’s army, 
and thus leaving his own vessels safe, the Battle of 
the Thames was planned to have been fought under 
different conditions. The results, too—how diferent! 
And the subsequent eanpaign of conquest—all 
dreams that had a bit‘er awakening in the loss of 
four nameless vessels that are now being fished up 
out of the little Canadian river. 

Was the fighting in progress on the river simulta- 
neous with that on land? Were the vessels sunk by 
the pursuing squadron? Were they blown up by 
their own officers to prevent their being cuptured? 
On all these questions history is silent, but new 
light may now be thrown. 

A boy, diving recently in the Thames, struck a 
timber of one of the old vessels. He investigated 
and found a ship buried there. This came to the 
notice of C. M. Burton of Detroit, the historian, and 
he headed a movement to recover the vessels. This 
work, unlike many other similar attempts to raise 
sunken ships, has been entirely successful. One ship 
has been raised and the others will be. And on that 
one hulk was found evidence that, instead of being 
an incident of the land battle, the sinking of these 
four ships was the result of a distinet river battle. 
Marks of shot and shell were found all over her 
and thousands of pounds of cannon balls were be- 
tween her decks. ‘1ne four vessels are sunk at vary- 
ing distances, two of them being more than a mile 
apart. Jf the British sunk them of their own accord, 
as claimed by some, why were they not all burned 
aud sunk together? It now seems likely that they 
went down in a running fight—« fight as remark- 
able, if thie be true, a wny in history.

HILE the naval operations 
on Lake Erie during the 
war of 1812 were small in 
compared nf 
the famous campaigns in history, 
lavy were highly vuporiant. ite 
Battle of Lake Erie had a direct 
and vital bearing on the future 
of the United States, and particu- 
larly the Western and Southwestern 
portions. Whatever the results of 
the investigations and discoveries 
now being made by Historian Bur. 
ton, they cannot be regarded other- 
wise than with great interest by men 
who had studied the history of the 
lake operations of the war of 1812. 
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counts for her escape, along with her companions, 
from Perry’s fleet. But when she retreated into the 
river, thinking the American fleet disabled, she placed 
herself in a trap from which swift sailing would fur- 
nish no escape. 

The ship when raised was found to be of heavy 
build, made to stand rough sea and hard fighting. 
She bears every evidence of having been subjected 
to a terrifie fusillade of cannon shot, then to have 
caught fire. The guns are missing, and that leads to 
the belief that the Americans may have taken them 
as booty. Had the British scuttled their own ships 
the guns might probably have gone down with them, 
for there would have been no time in which to take 
them off. 

One of the four old vessels has been found under a 
promotory of land with # buge tree, three feet in cir- 
cumference, growing over it. Presumably the pro- 
motory was a sand bar im 1813, when the ship went 
down, but since then the land has extended out over 
her. 

Historian Burton has great hopes that the fur- 
ther raising of this fleet will throw definite light on 
what occurred there, and on the British intentions 
toward the United States regawding the acquisition 
of territory. Considerable confusion exists regard- 
ing, the entire operations of Gen. Proctor, although it 








is admitted he had ambitious plans of his own, oat 
that these were not always in accord with his su- 
periors.

The Erenchman’s map credits only 
six of the States of the Union with being free from 
eraft. These are Maine, Michigan, Iowa, Colorado, 
Mississippi and North Carolina. In all the others 
he charges the people with being either wholly or 
partially engaged in the practice of corruption. 

The communities wholly given up to graft on this 
map are Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, New York, New Jersey, Maryland, Virginia 
and West Virginia, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Indiana, II- 
linois, Wisconsin, Kentucky, Tennessee, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, Texas, Utah, Washington, Oregon 
and California. The communities in which the people 
are “partially corrupt” are those of New Hamp- 
shire, Alabama, Florida, the Indian Territory, Okla- 
homa. Kansas. North and South Dakota, New Mex- 
ieo, Arizona, Nevada, Montana, Idaho and Wyoming.
